17- we read, that one faluted 


our bielled Lord with the Title of Good 

Matter. Tpon wiich our Lord immediately 

reproves him, why calleft thou me Good ? 
there is none Good but one, that is God, Now, does 
not our Lord by fuch a Reproof acknowledg himfelf not 
io be God ? 

4. Our Lord Reproves the Perfon in the Text 
for faluting him with fuch a Title, while he fup- 

sd hima mere Man, and was ignorant of his 
Godhead. And therefore, tho’ the Tile were fit- 
ly applied, yet not fo with regard to the Perton, 
that applied ir. 

Q. The Coming of the great and terrible day of 
the Lord meztion'd in Mal. 4. 5. is generally re- 
ferd to the Incarnation cf our Lord. But, how does 
this agree with His coming, who brought the glad 
tidings of Salvation ? 

A, That the words are rightly referd ro the 
coming of out Saviour in the beth, is evident from 
the Conrexr, which in:roduces the:n 3; Bebo/d, I will 
fend you Elapah the Prepiet. kor

that this Elzjah 
was John the Bape, the Forerunner of our Lord, 
we learn from the Angel to Racharéah the Father of 
the Baprift, and from our ford himtelz, as we had 
Occafion to oblerve ina forrher Paper. 

And as this fully eftablithes the reierence object- 
ed to in the Queftion, fo in anfwer totnar Objecti- 
on it is obfervable, that the Incarnation of our Lord 
was at once both Terriole and Acceptable too. Tere 
rible ro thofe, that Rejected heir Redeemer 3 Ac- 
ceprable tc fuch as were willing to Receive him. 
And this twofold Acceptation is exprefs’d by the 
Prophet Malachi hiafelf in rwo preceeding Verles : 
hold. the day cometh, that frill burn as an oven: 
nd all che proud, yea, and all, chat do wickedly, fla 
beas flubble: And the day, tvat cometa frail burn

And as this day of the Lord, both as Terrible 
and Acceptable, may be raken in both a Temporal 
and Spirirual acceptance, fo that very Lord, whale 
Day it is, reprefencs it as taken in both fenles. 


He reprefents iz in a Temporal acceptance in the 
2ift Chaprer of Se. Luke. For {peaking of the ap- 
proaching Dettruction of Feru/alem, a Deftruction 
to be brought upon the Fews for their Obftinacy 
and Unbelief, he proclaims very Melancholy Ti- 
dings; The/e fhall be the days of Vengeance, as never 
were from the beginning of the world, and never fhall 
be afterwards. Butto his Difciples, to Believers,he 
proclaims very Grateful Tidings ; Be nor Ye terri- 
fied, when thefe things fhall happen: In Patience 
pollefs your fpirits; for there fh tll not one hair of your 
heads perifh : When thefe things come to pafs, then 
look up, and life up your heads, for your Redemption 
draweth nigh; Your Redemption from the Perfecn- 
tions of the Unbelieving Fews, who fhall then be 
u:terly deftroyed. And this Prediction was purdtu- 
ally fulfill’d, when Anguith and Diftrefs, Calamiry 
and Delolation came upon the Rebellious Jews, to 
the Uttermof?, while the Chriftians, thofe Pledges 
of their Saviour’s Care, were Admonith’d from 
above to Forfake a Devoted City, and were Mira- 
culoufly favour'd in their Flight to Pe//a, to that 
litle Zoar (as an Hiftorian expreffes it) which 
fecurely guarded them from the Bofom of De. 

itruction. 

Our Lord reprefents his Coming as at once both 
Acceptable and Terrible in a fpiritual import, he 
reprefenis it in thofe memorable words ;He that Bee 
lieveth and is Baptiz’d [ball be SAVED 5 but He, 
that believeth Not, fiall be DAMN’D. And what 
more Terrible than Damnation, than to be Ex- 
cluded Heaven, to be Referv'd in Chains of Dark.
